The remark is commonly heard 


nowadays that with the single ex- 
ception of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, the Curb now serves the 
largest speculative clientele in the 
world. 


One of the most notable functions 


of the institution during the past six 
months was in providing what might 
b» termed a testing ground for cer- 
tain issues of new enterprises -which 
have since become popular among 
both speculators and investors. 


The development of the 
airplane 


industry brought about the desirabil- 
ity of maintaining a free market for 
its securities. The Curb was the first 
exchange to realize the importance 
of this and within, the period cov- 
ered actively traded in twenty-eight 
issues of leading airplane and ac- 
cessory manufacturing enterprises, 
compared' with only eight at the 
close of 1928.

Paolino Uzcudun to ribbons in 


15 rounds 'will undoubtedly say that 
he stands forth as the most serious 
foreign menace to American prestige 
in the prize ring in many a day.
